LARGE  STOOLS  OL  ISSAT  Aim  COLE  ON  APHIL  1 


Relatively  large  stocks  of  \irheat  and  corn  remained  in  all  storage  positions  on 
Anril  1,  1953,  according  to  renorts  assembled  Ny  the  Bureau  of  Agricultxxral  Econ- 
omicsc.  Stocks  of  rye  were  nearly  the  smallest,  and  stocks  of  bai'ley  were  the  smal- 
lest in  the  11-year  series  for  April  1.  However,  tonnages  of  the  2 food  grains— 
wheat  and  rye — v;ere  second  only  to  those  of  Anril  1,  1943,  and  the  April  1 reserves 
of  the  4 feed  grains  v;ere  larger  than  in  7 of  the  last  10  years* 

April  1 wheat  stocks  of  840  million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  are  second 
onl;'.'  to  the  896  million  'bushels  in  1943,  in  the  19  year  period  of  comparable  esti- 
mates, Current  holdings  are  larger  by  323  million  bushels,  or  63  percent,  thaji 
those  on  April  1,  1952,  Based  on  January  1 and  April  1 stocks,  net  disappearance 
during  the  first  three  months  of  1953  is  indicated  at  253  million  bushels,  one-fifth 
smaller  than  during  the  first  quarter  of  1952  and  the  second  smallest  for  the 
January-I'iarch  period  in  10  yeai*Sc> 

The  current  la,rge  total  stocks  include  268  million  bushels  on  farms  and  102 
million  in  merchant  mills.  These  holdings  are  over  one-third  and  one-fourth  larger 
than  the.  198  million  and  81  million  bushe].s  in  these  respective  posit^ions  a year 
ago,  Eor  these  tvro  positions,  current  stocks  are  each  the  third  largest  of  record. 
In  a.ddition,  terminals  accounted  for  217  million  bushels  and  interior  mills,  ele- 
vators and  wa.rehouses  held  246  million  bushels,  A year  ago,  these  positions  repor- 
ted 125  and  112  million  bushels,  respectively.  Current  stocks  are  the  second  lar- 
gest of  record  for  terminals  a.nd  the  largest  of  record  for  interior  mills,  elevators 
and  vrarehouseSo  Tl.e  Commodit;^  Credit  Corporation  had  close  to  7.3  million  bushels 
of  wheat  stored  in  bins  under  CCC  control  or  in  transit  to  port.  Other  CCC— owned 
wheat  is  included  in  the  estimates  by  positions. 

Die  6.9  m.illion  bushels  of  rye  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 is  the  smal- 
lest for  the  date  since  1947  and  is  less  than  two-thirds  the  amount  of  rye  in  stor- 
age a year  earlier.  Although  interior  mills,  elevators  and  v/arehouses  held  10  per- 
cent more  rye,  the  quantities  in  reserve  on  farms  and  at  terminals  are  consider- 
ably sma-ller  than  on  April  1,  1952.  Terminal  stocks  of  rye,  at  2,3  million  bushels, 
are  less  than  half  the  5,3  million  a yep.r  earlier.  The  small  1952  crop  is  the  pri- 
mary reason  for  the  relatively  small  qu8,ntities  remaining  in  storage.  Net  disap- 
pearance of  rye  during  the  current  January-March  ouarter  was  the  smallest  for  the

This  combined  report  on  stocks  of  vrains  in  all  positions  reple-ces  the  separ- 
ate reports  on  Stocks  of  bhoat  and  Hye  and  Stocks  of  Feed  Crains,  as  pre- 
viously issued.  An  added  service  is  the  presentation,  by  States,  of  stocks 
in  all  positions — -totals  of  off-farm  pT.us  f-arm  stocks,  previously  sho’/m  only 
for  the  United  States,  These  State  totals  are  available  only  since  July  1, 
1945. 

Co.mpletion  of  10  years  of  compa.rable  record  for  U,  S.  stocks  of  most  grains, 
beginning  April  1,  1943,  is  marked  by  this  new  form  of  report,  Ibaring  this 
period  the  Bureaix  of  Agricultural  Economics  has  assembled  reports  by  several 
agencies,  covering  various  segments  of  grain  storage  facilities.  The  aim 
has  been  to  reduce— to  eliminate,  if  possible — the  duplications  that  have 
existed  in  the  coverage  by  the  various  agencies®  Tli^se  integrated  reports 
on  quarterly  dates  include  co.mmercial  stocks  at  terminals,  obtained  weekly 
by  the  Crain  Branch  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration;  grains 
owned  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  stored  in  their  owti  bins  and  stor- 
a^^es  under  their  control,  or  in  transit  to  ports;  and  estimates  of  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  for  stocks  of  whea,t  at  merchant  mills  since  July  1,  1945 — 
previous  to  that  time  they  v^ere  en’qjnerated  by  tlie  Bureau  of  the  Census — 
also  stocks  of  all  6 grains  at  interior  mills,  elevators  and  v/arehouses, 
and  on  farms.

Corn  stocks  in  all  positions  Aj:;ril  1,  1953  totaled  over  1,808  million  bushels, 
a qufLntity  exceeded  on  April  1 onlu  in  1949,  1950  and  1951,  Tl.ese  stocks  are  near- 
ly a fifth  larger  than  a year  earlier.  Of  this  total.,  1,466  million  bushels  re- 
mained on  farms — the  third  largest  farm  stocks  In  the  28  years  of  record — reflect- 
ing the  relatively  l.srge  quantity  under  government  loa.ns.  The  off-farm  portion  of 
342  million  bushels  is  relatively  small  for  recent  years,  vrhen  Ccraraodity  Credit 
Corporation  has  stored  large  quantities  in  their  own  bins.  Of  the  current  off-farm 
to-al,  231  million  bushel.s  was  CCC-ovmed  corn  stored  in  their  own  bins,  37’ million 
bushels  was  at  terminals  and  nearly  74  million  at  interior  mills,  elevators  and 
warehouses*  In  each  of  those  3 positions  current  stocks  vrero  smaller  than  on  April 
1 of  the  last  3 yearSc.  Drom  the  October  1,  1952  supply  of  3,488  million  bushels  of 
corn  for  .grain,  net  dl sappearance  of  1,680  million  bushels  is  indicated  by  current 
stocks.  Of  this  76h-  million  wa,s  in  the  O’anuary-March  quarter,  not  far  from  average 
for  the  periodr 

The  507  million  bushels  of  oats  remaining  on  April  1 is  a little  below  average 
for  the  date  and  sharply  less  than  in  the  last  tvro  years.  The  off-farm  portion  of 
nearly  50  million  bushels  is  Irurgest  since  1946,  v/hile  the'  farm  stocks  of  457  mil- 
lion bushels  are  rela.tively  small,  Parley  stocks  of  98  million  bushels  are  smallest 
in  the  11  years  of  April  1 record,  reflecting  the  small  1952  production.  Both  farm 
and  off-fa.rm  portions  are  relatively  small,  althou.gh  the  32,5  million  bushels  at 
interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses  is  not  far  below  average  for  the  date* 

Stocks  of  sorghu-in  grain  are  available  on  April  1 for  only  the  off-frorra  posi- 
tions, This  total  of  I'j'-V  million  bushels  is  smallest  for  the  date  since  1948, 
chiefly  as  a result  of  the  relatively  sm?.i3.1  1952  crop,  Farm  stocks  on  Janua,ry  1, 
1953  w'ere  smallest  of  record  for  that  date,  Sstimates  of  sorghiom  grain  stocks  are 
prepared  as  a urojec"^-  under  the  Agricu.l.tur-al  Marketing  Act  of  1946  (EliS,  Title  II),
